It’s always an honor to express my 
feelings to the readers of HIT PAR- 
ADER Magazine. There are so many 
thousands of record fans I’d like to 
reach, but it’s just a physical impos- 
sibility. That’s why I thrill each time 
the editors of HIT PARADER allow 
me to speak to you, my fans, using the 
magazine as sort of an open letter. 


I’ve been mighty lucky. the past 
several months, scoring several hits 
on the Mercury label. There was 
“Tweedle Dee” and then.“Dance With 
Me Henry.” Both went over the million 
mark in the sales reports. Now I’ve 
got high hopes for another Gold Record 
Award with my new platter dubbed 
“94 Hours A Day.” Funny thing about 
that title — I always used to say, “I 
wish I could sing twenty-four hours a 
day,” and here I am doing just that. 
Of course, you know — that I know — 
that if anyone sang continually for 
twenty-four hours, their voice wouldn’t 
be much good for future use. 


True, we don’t sing a consecutive 
twenty-four hours when we cut a ses- 
sion, but believe me, lots more than 
twenty-four hours are put in before 
the session director OK’s the happen- 
ings. First we hear a dub (sample ver- 
sion on wax) of the tune so’s we get 
the proper mood and tel? whether or 
not the tune is good for us — and if 
we're good for the tune. If we decide 
to give it a try, the work begins. 


First we get a piano player to run 
the melody down — over and over 


again — until we, learn it. backwards... 


and forwards. It has to become a part 
of us. en the melody is learned, we 
study the lyric— and thoroughly so 
that we can render it, giving it full 
meaning, as the composer would wish 
us.to do and as we would do if he were 
singing the song. When the song is 
finally learned, and we think we’re do- 
ing it justice, you may think our job 
is done. You’re so wrong. That’s when 
the work begins. 


Next step is the arrangement. That's 
when we look for a way to do the tune 
in so outstanding a manner that ne 
other artist can “cover” us on the same 


song. Perhaps the word “cover” is new . 
to you. I'll try to explain it. If I were | 


to record a song for Mercury and rep- 
resentatives from other record labels 
thought someone from their stable 
could do a good job on it, they would 
cut the side with that particular artist 
and “cover® my rendition. Sometimes 
a song is covered by as many as 
twelve artists. That’s why one offering 
has to be to perfection, ’cause if our 
competition’s waxing proves better 
than: ours, all our efforts would have 
been in vain. It isn’t too often that 
more than two arrangements of one 
number break into the big coin-making 
bracket. 


After all this rehearsing alone come 
the long drawn out rehearsals with the 


orchestra — sometime the chorus — © 
and then. the record. cempany tech- 
nicians. Then finally the session itself...

“T finally drove Godfrey out of town, 
but it was a hard fight,” Brown says. 


Others on the Washington scene 
dabbling in radio in the “olden days,” 
according to Brown, were sportscaster 
Russ Hodges who was a demon in Gin 
Rummy and newscaster John Daly. 


Asked to compare radio of the past 
with the present, Brown says sagely: 
“The prices in the commercials were 
lower 20 years ago.” 


Brown came to Washington radio 
from Norfolk, Va., where he was fea- 
tured on WTAR and doubled as a thea-

ter organist. He started in radio in 
1931 on Station WRVA, Richmond, Va. 


While travelling, Art learned how to 
play the piano and organ console. His 
musicianship led him to New York City 
in 1921, where for 10 years he was 
featured organist in Paramount. and 
RKO theaters. The depression brought 
him South to Virginia, where he started 
in radio in 1951. 


Art -Brown’s musical talent still 
serves him well in radio. His. morning 
show on WWDC (6:00 to 10:00 a.m., 
Mon. thru Sat.) and his noon broad- 
casts (12:00 to 1:00 p.m.) feature him 
on the Hammond organ, piano and 
celeste. Added attractions include a 
bevy of canaries trained to harmonize 
on key.

Advice from PHIL MOORE 


Want to be a big name singer? 

_“A wiggle, a dimple or a plunging 
neckline won’t do it. It’s ‘the sound’ 
that counts,” says Phil Moore, one of 
America’s leading vocal coaches. “Bend 
a note, hold it too long, fall off it, 
slur it, grind your teeth, sob, shout, 
Head, whisper — do anything — but 
on’t be perfect!” 

Moore, who has worked with such 
lovely larynxes as those belonging to 
Marilyn Monroe, Ava Gardner, Lana 
Turner, Lena Horne, Jane Russell, Joni 
James, Dolores Gray and many other 
glittering and glamorous show business 
personalities, maintains that today’s 
singer of popular songs must have a 
definitive “sound.” “Phonograph rec- 
ords are now the most important single 
factor in determining the success of a 
singer,” says Phil, “and it is the aural 
faetors that count. There has to be ‘the 
sound’ — a unique approach to a song 
that cannot be copied.” 

“Take Tony Bennett, for instance. 
Remember his recording of ‘Because 
Of You?’ It was the number-one best 
seller for months. Bennett’s approach 
to that song was emotional, pleading. 
Through some particular trick in his 


-weice, Tony sounded as if he were 


straining, and it was just that appeal- 
‘sound’ that sold the record. Now 

it’s what Tony’s fans want and expect 

from him on every record he makes. 


“Why,” Moore adds, “I know dozens 
ef singers who are able to hit the 
notes Tony seems to be trying for, 
without any effort at all. But they 
don’t sell, and Tony does.” 

Often called “The Star Maker” on 
“Svengali,” Phil Moore has had a long 
amd phenomenally varied musical 
eareer. Aside from his coaching activ- 
ities, Phil, still in his thirties, has been 
a musical director at several. major 
HoRywood studios, an arranger, com- 
poser, and conductor on radio and tele- 
vision, a consultant on music for the 
Army during World War II, recording 
director for his own record company, 
and had his own instrumental jazz 
quartet which played most of the coun- 
try’s top night spots and theatres

ing platter in the rhythm and blues 
field. According to Phil, Faye had two 
voices not so long ago. “When Faye 
first came to me for coaching,” he 
says, “she made a tape recording which 
I studied for a few days. The girl 
actually had two distinct methods of 
projecting sound. It was up to me to 
decide which one she should use. I 
chose the one that brought out her 
gospel singing background — it was 
powerful, but still real friendly too.” 

Most vocal styles, Moore states, stem 
from those little faults and imperfec- 
tions every singer has. “The trick,” he 
says, “is to find them, and then use 
them to the best advantage. 

“Tt’s not like the old show business 
days,” Moore explains. “Then, you could 
dress up a gal in a beautiful gown, 
teach her to walk and to get out there 
and sell a song not only with her 
voice, but with her hands, her smile 
and sometimes even her hips. These 
days, though, when phonograph records 
can make or break a singer, the first 
phase of my job is localized. I’ve got 


Record listeners can’t be distracted by 
a gown or a sexy walk. They want a 
song sung in a special way, and a hit 
record is just that — a song sung in 
a way that cannot be copied by any 
other singer. Some of the hits of the 
past year or two are good examples: 
Teresa Brewer’s “Ricochet,” Rosemary 
Clooney’s “Come On A My House,” 
Joni James’ “Why Don’t You Believe 
Me,” Bennett’s “Because Of You,” Faye 
Adams’ “Shake A Hand” — almost 
every top tune you can think of is 
identified with only one singer.” 


With the emphasis so firmly placed 
on recording, it might seem that the 
future will be one filled with disem- 
bodied voices overflowing with per- 
sonality twists and “gimmicks.” But 
Phil Moore says no. “Television,” he 
states, “checks that. Sound reproduc- 
tion on TV has'a long way to go, and 
a singer who stands in front of those 
cameras doesn’t have the echo cham- 
bers and other electronic effects that 
help give his or her records their dis- 
tinctive sound. TV puts the singer right 
back into show business — and since 
my: job is primarily teaching singers to 
perform before ‘live’ audiences — it’s a 
darned good thing it does!” ..

A Swiss grandmother and a pawn 
shop guitar were two factor contribut- 
ing heavily to shaping and directing 
the career of Bonnie Lou, the young 
and. attractive Swiss yodeler and ballad | 
singer featured on King Records and 
the WLW-TV (Cincinnati’s) “Midwest- 
ern Hayride.” Married and the mother 
of a young daughter, Bonnie Lou has 
done many things in her lifetime, not 
the least of which is spending more - 
than -half her years entertaining in 
radio. 


A student of serious music on the 
violin for five years, in which her 
mother poured substantial monies for 
instrument and training, Bonnie Lou 
got off the serious side of music at the 
age of 11 when she decided she wanted 
a guitar instead. Her mother went to 
a pawn shop, bought an instrument for 
a few dollars, and saw the profit from 
her daughter’s musical training coming 
from the folk and popular music fields. 


After entertaining on a kiddie radio 
show at age 13. Bonnie Lou shifted 
her station allegiance a year later to 
WJBC, in Bloomington, Illinois, where 
she sang and yodeled until high school 
graduation. Shortly after leaving the 
halls of learning, she came to station 
KMBC, in Kansas. where she worked 
with the “Rhythm Rangers,” as well as 
continuing her yodeling and singing 
act. She was with the Kansas station 
for two years, becoming a favorite of 
the Sooners and extending her pop- 
ularity to the rest of the country 
through .a network show from there, 
“The Sagebrush Follies.”

Personal appearances also added to 
the improvement of her showmanship 
and voice quality. So, in returning to 
WLW, her first appearance before the 
cameras of WLW-Television was with 


the assurance of a veteran performer, 


although Bonnie has labeled that ex- 
perience the most thrilling of her show 
business career. 


For the past few years, Bonnie Lou 
has been turning out many fine wax- 
ings for the King Record folk. A couple 
of years back, she etched a Country- 
Western number entitled “Daddy-O” — 
which did all right, but was nothing 
sensational. Just recently, with the ad- 
vent of the Rock and Roll craze, King 
re-issued the “Daddy-O” disking — this 
time dubbing in an extra vocal part 
and clarinet backing.
